. At. your Defire, We heve reſolved to turn you (who are the full Repre- 
ſnatives of che Natien), into a Pachament ; But becauſe the Inſtrufti- 
ons to Our Commilſioner, and other things Neceflary , cannot be expeR- 
ee before the Tweney one inftanr, to which you are Adjourned 3 Therefore 
We.do Authaxize you tg Adjourn your Selves to the Fifth day of J«zenexr, 
againſt which time yau are to Require all your Members to be Preſent ; 
That then you may proceed with Unity, and Alacricie, rodiſpatch what 
Affairs domoſt conduce 19. tha Right Settlement of that Nation.  Andas 
* We do aſſure you, on Our part, that We wilt not put the Advantages the 
Crown may have, in the Ballance, with the TrueTIntereſt of the Kingdom : 
So: We do. expett, on. yours, that (all Animoſities, and private Intereſts 
being laid aſide) you will Cheerfully Concur with Us, in ſettling the wel- 
fare of the Kingdom, by ſuch Laws as may procure your own Happineſs, 
and eſtabliſh the Publick Good. And ſo We bid you heartily farewell.

 "Oraſmuch as the Kings Majeſty, by a Letter..under 
h His Royal Hand to the Meeting of the Eſtates of 
thy Kingdom, hath fegnified, that at their defire Hts 
Majeſty has Reſolved to turn them into a Parliament, aitd 
Authorized them to Adjourn themſelves to the FifthSday 
of June next, , againſt which T ime they are Appointed to 
Require all their. Members to be preſent, that then:tbey 
may procced to diſpatch"what Affairs do moſt coriduce to the 
right- Settlement of the 'N{ ation.  T he Eftates of this 
Kngdont, conform to Hu Majeſties Warrand, do Ad- 
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1043/1 this Meeting of the Eſtates, unto the Fifth day of 
_ June next 5. . And do Ordain and Require all the 'Mem- 
bers to'be Preſent and "Attend that day, to! the Effett 
. mentrened im, His Majeſtzes, Letter aforeſaid, ahid grants 
Warrand to Het anlds,” MMacers,;” "or. Purſevants, imme- 
diately to-paſF' to the Mercat-Croſs 'of Edinburgh, :and 
there with Soutnd,of Trumpet ; to "make Publication of 
theſe Preſents, that none may pretend Ignorance.
